ITALIAN  RENAISSANCE  FURNITURE  AND  OTHER 
OBJECTS  OF  ART 

Mr.  Joseph  Dabissi,  the  antiquarian  of  New  York  and  Florence, 
who  now  sends  his  entire  collection  to  the  American  Art  Galleries  for 
disposal  at  unrestricted  public  sale,  is  shortly  returning  to  Italy  to 
continue  his  activities  in  Florence.  The  Collection  is  of  great  general 
interest  from  the  fact  that  there  is  a  distinct  practical  quality  in  all 
the  Furniture  and  objects  of  other  classes;  for  their  rich  simplicity 
and  reasonable  size  give  them  an  entree  wherever  Furnishings  are  de- 
sired. Among  the  Furniture  are  numerous  Carved  Walnut  Chairs  of 
the  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Centuries,  covered  in  beautiful  con- 
temporary Needlework,  fine  Flemish  Tapestry  and  Velvets  of  unusual 
and  charming  colors.  These  include  sets  as  well  as  individual  Chairs, 
such  as  Dantesque  and  Savonarola  types,  Fald  Stools  and  a  number 
of  the  Banquettes  so  easily  accommodated  before  large  Sofas. 

There  are  numerous  Carved  Walnut  Tables,  many  of  them  mounted 
with  finely  Forged  Iron,  ranging  from  small  center  tables  to  the  rare 
Cabinet  Tables  and  the  Massive  Refectory  Tables,  which  in  some  in- 
stances have  the  original  Monastery  Benches  accompanying  them. 

There  are,  also,  small  and  large  Cassoni,  Credenze  and  Cabinets, 
including  two  beautiful  Stipo  a  Bambocci,  or  Marriage  Cabinets,  no 
doubt  executed  either  in  Verrocchio's  Bottega  or  by  one  of  his  followers. 

Gilded  Mirrors  and  Screens  covered  in  lovely  Velvets,  Damasks 
and  Flemish  Tapestry  are  also  in  evidence. 

A  number  of  Fourpost  Beds  in  Carved  Walnut  and  Forged  Iron 
are  distinctly  reminiscent  of  those  in  the  Davanzati  Palace  Collection. 
A  few  very  unusual  examples  of  Seventeenth  Century  Venetian  Glass 
and  Montelupo  Faience  give  a  charming  and  delightful  decorative  note. 
The  gathering  is  replete  with  Forged  Iron  Jardinieres,  Andirons,  im- 
posing Torcheres,  Candelabra,  Chandeliers,  and  a  number  of  Balconies 
and  Garden  Gates  that  are  most  unusual  in  the  excellence  of  their  form 
and  simplicity. 

There  are  a  few  interesting  Fruit  and  Flower  Paintings  by  Rachael 
Ruysch  and  Architectural  Subjects  of  the  Pannini  School. 

The  Velvet  and  Damasks,  although  not  numerous,  are  especially 
attractive,  including  several  beautiful  Banners,  Cushions  and  Hang- 
ings in  very  lovely  and  rare  blues,  jade  greens,  ambers  and  crimsons 


enriched  with  varied  coats  of  arms.  The  Gold  Nccdh  painted  Renais- 
sance orphreys  and  a  fine  Chasuble  must  be  mentioned  for  their  rich- 
ness and  color;  and  a  superb  Seventeenth  Century  French  Petit  Point 
Panel,  "The  Marriage  of  the  Virgin,"  enriched  in  silver  threads,  is. 
unquestionably,  a  delight  to  the  eve;  for  it  has  not  only  fine  color  but 
draughtsmanship  well  worthy  of  Mignard  to  whom  the  cartoon  has 
been  justly  ascribed.  Mignard  is  known  to  have  furnished  cartoons 
to  the  Gobelins  Tapestry  Looms  circa  1(590. 

There  are  several  very  interesting  early  Polychrome  Sculptured 
Groups,  Bas-reliefs  and  Busts ;  including  a  superb  Bronze  Statue  of 
Minerva  from  the  Antonelli  Collection. 

A  Primitive  Votive  Shrine,  in  very  beautiful  architectural  frame, 
painted  with  subjects  on  both  faces  by  Nardo  di  Cione,  is  exceptionally 
well  preserved  and  depicts  "The  Virgin  at  her  Devotions"  and  "The 
.Marriage  of  the  Virgin."  There  is,  also,  a  most  charming  "Madonna 
and  Child"  by  Domenico  Puligo  ( 1475-1. 527 ) . 

The  whole  Collection  is  extremely  decorative  and  has  great  dis- 
tinction.

Shipping  directions  should  also 
be  given.
